My  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  on  the  health  of  the  City  of 
Manchester  for  the  year  1942.  My  predecessor,  Dr.  R.  Veitch  Clark,  retired  in 
June,  1942,  having  held  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  20  years. 
He  was  responsible  for  a  period  which  saw  continued  improvement  in  the 
environmental  services  provided  by  the  City  Council,  and  vast  and  profound 
changes  and  expansion  in  the  public  health  services,  principally  in  those  relating 
to  personal  health  and  hospital  treatment. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  calculation  of  vital  statistics  in 
that  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  are  now  taken  as  the  basis  of 
computation,  thus  making  the  rates  more  comparable  with  those  of  the  country 
generally,  and  of  other  areas.  For  some  of  the  detailed  tables  no  information 
is  available  from  the  Registrar  General,  and  for  these  the  use  of  figures  compiled 
locally  has  been  continued. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  report  is 
much  abridged,  and  in  the  interests  of  national  security,  comment  on  many 
matters  of  interest  must  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  a  general  review  of  the 
war  years  may  be  undertaken.  Meanwhile,  complete  records  have  been  compiled 
and  are  preserved  in  the  Department. 

The  civilian  population  remained  practically  stationary,  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  being  601,900  in  1942,  as  compared  with  601,840  in  1941. 
The  birth  rate  of  17 T  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  0  7  higher  than  in 
1941,  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  15-8.  The  death  rate 
was  14-7  per  thousand  of  the  population,  T9  lower  than  the  previous  year,  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  1T6. 

The  infant  mortality  fell  from  83  per  thousand  births  to  65  as  compared 
with  the  rate  for  the  country  of  49,  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate  at  2-3  per 
thousand  births  was  slightly  lower  than  in  1941,  but  still  higher  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  2-0. 

The  cancer  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  reduced  from  2-2 
in  1941  to  2T,  but  was  still  higher  than  the  quinquennial  average  of  T9.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  T8. 

The  year  1942  showed  a  turn  of  the  tide  in  relation  to  tuberculosis  mortality. 
The  war  years  showed  a  progressive  increase  of  the  rate  from  TOO  per  thousand 
of  the  population  in  1939  to  T32  in  1941.  The  corresponding  rate  for  1942  was 

T12. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet 
fever  and  measles,  and  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria. 
Generally  speaking,  in  the  prevailing  circumstances,  these  statistics  make 
satisfactory  reading,  and  the  third  full  year  of  the  war  has  shown  an  improvement 
in  the  health  of  the  City. 

A  word  of  warning  is  necessary,  however.  Fluctuations  have  occurred  in 
the  past  from  year  to  year,  and  it  is  but  prudent  to  expect  that  such  fluctuations 
will  be  experienced  in  the  future.  There  are  many  factors,  actual  and  potential, 
which  are  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.  Some  of  these  are  due  to  war  con¬ 
ditions,  and  will  cease  to  operate  when  the  war  ends.  Others  have  been  more 
enduring  and  these,  in  particular,  will  need  vigorous  and  prolonged  attention. 
Bad  and  insufficient  housing  represents  the  greatest  and  most  urgent  public 
health  problem. 
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There  has  been  a  progressive  reduction  in  infant  mortality  but  the  rate  is 
still  more  than  double  the  rate  which  might  reasonably  be  accepted  as  unavoid¬ 
able,  representing  a  high  wastage  at  a  time  when  infant  life  is  our  greatest 
national  asset.  The  maternity  and  child  welfare  organisation  needs  expansion 
to  an  extent  which  will  dwarf  the  existing  large  department,  both  in  size  and 
capacity  for  service. 

The  hospital  services  are  ripe  for  coordination,  reconstruction,  and  new 
construction.  The  large  and  important  hospitals  controlled  by  the  City  Council 
are  providing  excellent  service,  but  much  devotion  is  required  of  the  medical 
and  nursing  staffs  to  cope  with  the  disadvantages  and  difficulties  of  the  many 
unsatisfactory  buildings  inherited  by  the  City  Council  as  a  result  of  the  transfer 
of  hospital  functions. 

These  and  many  other  problems  represent  the  future  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.  Little  can  be  done  until  the  end  of  the  war — till  then 
depleted  staffs  will  continue  to  carry  the  wide  routine  responsibilities  of  the 
Department,  whilst  looking  forward  to  the  unprecedented  opportunities  of 
service  and  reconstruction  which  the  future  will  bring. 

Much  has  been  done — much  remains  to  do. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairmen  and 
members  of  the  committees  concerned  with  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  to  my  colleagues  of  this  and  other  departments  for  their  courtesy,  con¬ 
sideration,  and  unfailing  help  during  my  first  year  of  office  in  the  City  of 
Manchester.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

9  notifications  of  enteric  fever  were  received,  5  of  which  related  to  cases  in 
which  the  diagnosis  was  subsequently  amended.  Thus  4  persons  contracted  the 
disease,  and  of  these  one  was  infected  by  B.  typhosus  and  3  by  B.  paratyphosis  B. 

Examination  of  Blood  Specimens. 

77  specimens  of  blood  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  by  medical 
practitioners  in  connection  with  cases  of  illness  simulating  enteric  fever,  and  2 
gave  positive  Widal  reactions.  In  addition,  12  specimens  were  obtained  from 
members  of  infected  households  and  examined,  one  proving  positive  and  the 
remainder  negative. 


CEREBROSPINAL  FEVER. 

121  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  were  notified  and  accepted  as  such.  The 
cases  were  widely  spread  over  the  city,  and  no  particular  focus  of  infection  was 
evident. 

There  were  18  deaths  from  this  disease,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  14-9  per 
cent.,  which  compares  with  a  rate  of  16-8  per  cent,  in  1941. 

As  regards  seasonal  prevalence,  53  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  37  in  the  second,  15  in  the  third,  and  16  in  the  last  quarter. 

MALARIA. 

2  cases  of  malaria  were  notified.  Both  were  males,  members  of  the  Merchant 
Navy  who  were  probably  infected  abroad. 

DYSENTERY. 

98  cases  of  dysentery  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department,  and  there  were 
5  deaths  from  this  cause.  The  cases  occurred  mainly  in  children,  and  the 
majority  were  notified  from  hospitals  in  the  City.  Most  of  the  patients  were 
affected  with  simple  diarrhoea  associated  with  the  presence  of  B.  Sonne,  but 
there  occurred  a  few  more  serious  cases  due  to  infection  with  the  Flexner  type. 

AMBULANCE  AND  DISINFECTING  STATION. 

The  station  is  open  day  and  night  for  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases 
and  for  the  collection  and  disinfection  of  infected  bedding. 

Ambulances . 

There  are  seven  ambulances  in  use  for  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases, 
including  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  was  4,261, 
and  the  mileage  covered  was  64,414. 

Disinfection. 

For  the  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  two  steam  disinfectors  are 
installed.  For  articles  which  cannot  be  subjected  to  steam,  disinfection  by 
formalin  is  carried  out  in  a  chamber  built  for  the  purpose.  Three  motor  bedding 
vans  are  used  for  the  removal  of  infected  bedding  and  clothing  which  is  after¬ 
wards  disinfected.  The  mileage  covered  by  the  bedding  vans  was  37,121. 

Disinfectors. 

Three  disinfectors  are  employed  for  fumigation  of  rooms,  etc.,  in  which  cases 
of  tuberculosis  have  occurred  and  for  general  disinfection  after  cases  of  smallpox 
and  typhus  fever. 

Garage. 

The  station  garages  the  ambulances  and  bedding  vans  and  three  motor  cars 
which  are  owned  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
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CLEANSING  STATIONS. 

The  Cleansing  Station  at  Monsall  Road  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  scabies, 
cleansing  of  persons  from  clearance  areas  and  verminous  persons.  An  additional 
Cleansing  Station  at  Withington  Hospital  was  opened  on  July  6th,  1942,  for  the 
treatment  of  scabies  and  voluntary  cleansing.  This  will  relieve  the  pressure  at 
Monsall  Road  Station  and  be  more  convenient  for  persons  who  require  treatment 
and  reside  on  the  south  side  of  the  City. — A  nurse  supervises  the  work  and  is 
assisted  by  attendants.

249  school  children  were  compulsorily  cleansed  at  Monsall  Clinic  and  912 
adults  and  children  attended  for  voluntary  cleansing  at  Monsall  and  Withington 
Clinics.  There  were  no  prosecutions  by  the  Education  Authority. 

The  health  visitors  paid  2,958  visits  to  the  homes  of  verminous  persons. 
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Scabies.

The  method  of  treating  scabies  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics  was  changed 
after  experiments  had  been  made  at  Withington  Clinic  with  the  application  of 
an  emulsion  of  benzyl-benzoate.  This  reduced  the  number  of  treatments 
required  from  three  to  two  and  besides  producing  good  results  relieved  the 
pressure  on  the  two  clinics. 

During  the  year  8,703  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  scabies  received 
treatment  and  20,497  treatments  were  given.

MONSALL  HOSPITAL. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1941,  317  patients  remained  in  hospital.  During 
1942,  3,797  were  admitted.  The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year 
was  4,114.  There  were  114  deaths  and  3,616  were  discharged  cured. 

384  remained  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  laigest  total  number  of  cases  admitted  to  hospital  was  during  the  month 
oi  October,  when  477  cases  were  received.  The  maximum  number  of  patients

Scarlet  Fever. 

101  cases  remained  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  and  during 
the  year  1,493  were  admitted,  showing  an  increase  of  816  on  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  discharges  was  1,400,  and  one  death  occurred. 

The  average  stay  in  hospital  was  28-5  days  showing  a  decrease  of  IT  days 
on  the  previous  year. 


Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  certified  as  diphtheria  was  768  as  against 
987  m  1941,  showing  a  decrease  of  219.  The  total  number  under  treatment 
was  935.  There  were  781  discharges  and  27  deaths  ;  6  deaths  occurred  within 
48  hours  of  admission.  The  gross  fatality  rate  was  3-3  per  cent.,  as  against  4-3 
during  the  previous  year,  or  2-6  excluding  the  6  deaths  referred  to. 

69  cases  out  of  the  total  were  diagnosed  as  diphtheria  carriers  *  excluding 
these  carrier  cases  the  fatality  rate  is  3-5.  * 

The  average  stay  in  hospital  of  the  patients  who  recovered  was  48-5  days 
and  for  fatal  cases  10-9  days. 

198  cases  certified  diphtheria  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  other 
disease  ;  of  these  cases  2  proved  fatal. 

During  the  year  2  patients  were  treated  in  the  Drinker  Respirator  for 
diaphragmatic  paralysis  associated  with  diphtheria.  Both  died.

Of  the  2  deaths,  1  was  a  female  aged  60  years, 
who  died  of  chronic  myocarditis,  and  the  other  a  female  aged  75  years,  who  died 
of  broncho-pneumonia.  There  were  27  cases  notified  as  erysipelas  in  which  the 
original  diagnosis  had  to  be  amended. 

Measles. 

259  cases  of  measles  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  254  were 
discharged. _  7  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  2-7  per  cent.  34  cases 
were  complicated  by  broncho-pneumonia.  6  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause,  and 
1  to  peritonitis,  appendicitis  and  broncho-pneumonia. 

Whooping  Cough. 

46  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  admitted,  as  against  316  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  5  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  10-9  per  cent.,  as  against 
1T7  per  cent,  in  1941.

Post-Mortem  Examinations. 

During  the  year  14  post-mortem  examinations  were  performed. 


Immunization  of  Nursing  Staff. 

162  members  of  the  nursing  staff  were  Schick  tested  and  143  were  Dick 
tested.  Of  these  42  were  Schick  positive  and  24  were  Dick  positive,  and  were 
immunized  against  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  respectively.  84  members  were 
inoculated  with  T.A.B.  vaccine.  5  members  of  the  staff  who  had  previously 
been  inoculated  against  typhus  fever  were  given  a  sustaining  dose  of  typhus 
vaccine. 

6  nurses  developed  diphtheria  of  a  mild  nature.  4  of  these  were  Schick 
negative  and  2  Schick  positive. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  general  death  rate  for  the  City  has  decreased  in  1942,  and  the  mortality 
for  all  respiratory  diseases  is  lower  than  it  has  been  for  the  last  two  years. 
There  has  been  a  significant  fall  in  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  after  the  marked 
increase  of  the  previous  two  years. 

Notification. 

The  notification  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  1942  is  1*99  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  a  decrease  of  18  on  the  figure  for  1941.  The 
pulmonary  rate  has  decreased  by  T5  and  the  non-pulmonary  by  -03. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  107  fewer  notifications  in  males,  whilst  in  females  an  increase 
of  17  occurred. 

The  feature  to  be  noted  is  that  the  notifications  are  a  reversal  of  those  of 
1941  when  the  males  showed  an  increase  and  the  females  a  decrease. 

Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  decrease  in  notifications  amounted  to  18  in  all,  17  of  whom  were  males. 

Mortality. 

The  death  rate  this  year  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  112  per  thousand 
of  the  population  being  made  up  of  '99  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  '13  for 
the  non-pulmonary  form. 
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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  decline  in  male  deaths  was  63,  and  although  occurring  in  most 
age  groups  the  decrease  is  more  marked  from  the  age  of  45  and  upwards. 

Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  both  males  and  females  of  14  and  21  respectively. 
In  view  of  the  comment  made  last  year  that  the  age  group  1 — 5  years  showed 
the  largest  increase,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  chief  diminution  this  year  is  in  the 
same  age  group. 

Attendances. 

A  very  satisfying  feature  is  that  patients’  attendances  at  the  clinic  have 
increased,  and  many  more  have  been  referred  for  examination  and  medical 
opinion. 

Examinations  carried  out  for  Medical  Board  purposes. 

The  table  below  shows  to  what  extent  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  has  used  the  facilities  at  the  clinic  for  an  expert  opinion  on  men  and 
women  called  for  medical  boarding  in  connection  with  service  in  the  forces.

The  number  of  non-notified  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  4 
(5  per  cent.),  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that  3  of  the  4  cases  were  certified  as  cases 
of  tubercular  meningitis.  These  cases  as  a  rule  have  a  very  short  illness,  and 
diagnosis  is  frequently  in  doubt  during  life. 

The  percentage  of  non-notified  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  2-4. 
In  addition,  a  death  occurred  in  a  non-notified  case  outside  Manchester  which 
the  Registrar  General  decided  was  properly  referable  to  this  area.

A  pulmonary  radiogram  is  taken  of  each  patient  on  admission  and  thereafter 
the  patient  is  screened  at  intervals  of  six  weeks. 

Results  of  Treatment. 

Patients  Discharged  as  “ Quiescent ”  or  “Improved.” 

The  duration  of  treatment  depends  on  the  response  of  the  individual  patient. 
On  discharge  it  is  desired  that  the  general  condition  of  the  patient  should  be 
satisfactory,  that  the  temperature  and  pulse  records  should  be  within  normal 
limits,  and  that  the  clinical  signs  and  the  result  of  radiological  and  other 
ancillary  examinations  denote  inactive  disease.  In  the  case  of  32  or  78-0  per 
cent.,  of  the  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  these  postulates  have  been 
attained. 

Children’s  Section  of  the  Sanatorium. 

Treatment. 

This  has  followed  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  both  in  local  and  general 
treatment.  200  splints  were  made  for  application  to  and  treatment  of  the 
children,  and  554  radiograms  taken  for  diagnosis  and  observation  of  the  results 
of  treatment.  14  surgical  operations  were  performed.  826  examinations  were 
made  in  the  pathological  laboratory.

PATHOLOGICAL  SERVICES  FOR  THE  MUNICIPAL  GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Hospitals  Pathological  Service  has  carried 
out  a  total  of  72,272  examinations,  which  is  the  highest  total  yet  reached. 
These  examinations  are  distributed  as  follows  : —

The  other  tests  have  been  performed  for  Baguley  Emergency  Hospital, 
Baguley  Sanatorium,  Monsall  Hospital,  and  for  Royal  Air  Force  camps  in  the 
locality. 


The  increase  in  work  is  chiefly  from  both  Crumpsall  and  Withington  hospitals. 
At  Withington  there  is  an  all-round  increase  of  2,000  examinations,  and  at 
Crumpsall  an  increase  of  5,000  due  mainly  to  an  increase  of  biochemical  work 
and  in  blood  counts  and  haemoglobin  estimations.  The  pneumonia  investigation 
has  been  continued  at  Crumpsall  Hospital,  and  a  further  paper  published  in  the 
medical  press  by  the  clinical  and  pathological  members  of  the  medical  staff.

The  figures  show  a  maintenance  of  the  work  during  the  early  years  of  the  war 
followed  by  a  substantial  increase  during  the  last  two  years.  This  Service  does 
the  pathological  work  for  Baguley  Emergency  Hospital,  and  since  July,  1942, 
has  been  responsible  for  similar  work  at  Baguley  Sanatorium. 

Crumpsall  Hospital. 

General. 

The  general  work  of  the  hospital  has  continued  to  increase  during  1942,  the 
number  of  admissions  (including  births)  totalling  11,556.  In  addition,  545 
Service  patients  were  admitted.  The  increase  has  chiefly  been  reflected  in  the 
Maternity  Department  where  2,097  women  were  treated  as  compared  with  1,670 
in  the  previous  year. 

Department  of  Surgery. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  was  2,316  and  of  these  810  were 
performed  by  the  consultant  staff. 
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Maternity  Department. 

The  increase  in  work  in  the  department  has  been  difficult  to  cope  with  at 
peak  periods,  as  one  ward  in  the  department  is  reserved  for  E.M.S.  purposes. 
Trained  staff  has  been  difficult  to  obtain. 

During  the  year,  2,097  women  were  treated  in  the  Maternity  Department. 
Of  these,  1,806  were  booked  cases  [i.e.,  had  attended  the  hospital  ante-natal 
clinic)  and  291  were  emergency  cases. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  mortality  rate  in  cases  attending  the  ante-natal 
clinic  was  only  IT  per  thousand  and  that  the  total  mortality  rate,  including 
emergency  cases,  was  only  2 *38  per  thousand.  The  morbidity  rate  at  12  9  per 
thousand  must  also  be  considered  satisfactory. 

There  were  5  deaths  among  the  patients  treated  in  the  department.  2  of 
these  were  in  booked  cases  and  3  in  emergency  cases. 

In  other  wards  of  the  hospital  there  were  7  deaths  which  must  also  be 
classified  as  maternal  deaths.

Almoner  s  Department. 


10,961  attendances  were  made  by  2,688  out-patients.  Of  these,  917  were 
Service  patients  or  air  raid  casualties.  An  increasing  number  of  patients  were 
transferred  to  convalescent  homes.  There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  referred  to  the  almoner  for  help,  and  numerous  social 
problems  have  been  solved. 

Unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  116  of  whom  were  interviewed,  are 
providing  new  problems.  The  various  moral  welfare  societies  have  given 
invaluable  help  by  taking  these  girls  into  hostels  and  in  assisting  them  to  find 
new  employment. 

Nursing  Staff. 

The  position  regarding  the  nursing  staff  has  been  quite  satisfactory  on  the 
whole.  All  the  resident  accommodation  is  fully  occupied.  Increasing  difficulty 
is  being  experienced,  however,  in  securing  the  services  of  suitable  ward  sisters 
and  staff  nurses. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  investigate  the  state  of  nutrition  of  the 
nursing  staff  by  a  blood  examination  every  six  months.  This  work  should 
ultimately  throw  some  light  upon  the  adequacy  of  the  diets. 

Withington  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  showed  an  increase  of  1,963  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

3,201  patients  were  treated  at  the  accident  ward,  and  each  patient  averaged 
two  re-visits. 

X-Ray  Department. 

The  number  of  X-ray  examinations  increased  during  the  year  and  totalled 
7,843,  exclusive  of  109  treatments  which  were  given  largely  to  skin  cases. 

Orthopaedic  Department. 

564  fractures  and  26  dislocations  were  treated  during  the  year. 

Physiotherapy  Department. 

In-patient  attendances  for  physiotherapy  were  858  and  for  sunlight  728. 
Out-patient  attendances  for  physiotherapy  (including  fracture  clinic)  were 
10,464,  and  in  addition,  1,363  attendances  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
sunlight.

Booth  Hall  Hospital. 

General. 

A  review  of  the  year’s  activity  shows  that  the  hospital  has  been  working  to 
capacity.  The  total  of  available  beds  and  cots  is  450.  The  average  weekly 
admission  rate  was  81  patients.  In  a  children’s  hospital  of  such  wide  scope  as 
this  (and,  indeed,  in  any  children’s  hospital)  it  is  rare  to  be  free  from  infectious 
disease  which  necessitates  the  quarantining  of  a  ward  or  wards.  Because  of 
pressure  on  accommodation  the  duration  of  stay  per  patient  has  often  to  be 
shortened  to  the  border  line  of  safety.  This  danger  has  been  countered  by 
increased  use  of  the  Out-patient  and  After-care  Department.  This  is  reflected 
by  the  3,350  out-patient  attendances.  In  addition,  by  the  co-operation  of  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  various  other  hospital  out¬ 
patient  clinics  nearer  the  patient’s  home,  it  has  been  possible  to  ensure  continuity 
of  treatment  provided  that  parents  played  their  part. 
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Department  of  Surgery. 

1,746  operations  were  performed  in  the  theatre,  an  increase  of  418  on  the 
previous  year.  Half  of  this  increase  is  accounted  for  by  tonsil  operations. 
Emergency  operations  (184  in  total)  increased  by  26.  Road  accident  cases 
showed  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1941.

Rose  Hill  Convalescent  Home. 

Normally,  the  Home  provides  100  beds  for  convalescent  children.  It  has 
been  closed  throughout  the  year,  however,  and  retained  for  emergency  purposes 
under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Langho  Colony. 

The  Colony  accommodates  642  adult  sane  epileptics.  It  is  conducted  on  the 
“  open-door  ”  system. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  maintained  in  the  Colony  286  male  and 
318  female  patients,  making  604  in  all.  Of  this  number  295  came  from  other 
local  authorities. 

Dr.  Garrett  Memorial  Home. 

150  beds  are  provided  at  the  Home  for  convalescent  treatment  of  children. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  136  children  in  residence.  During 
the  year  376  children  were  admitted  and  383  discharged. 

The  patients  fall  into  the  following  categories  :  Debility  206,  Malnutrition  4, 
Post-pneumonic  debility  7,  Nervous  debility  9,  Anaemia  29,  Bronchitis  28, 
Chronic  respiratory  catarrh  15,  Cervical  adenitis  7.  The  diagnoses  of  the 
remaining  children  varied  considerably. 

Park  House. 

Park  House  is  an  institution  of  1.999  beds,  of  which  670  are  reserved  for 
mental  patients.  During  the  course  of  the  year  542  patients  were  admitted 
into  the  mental  wards,  as  compared  with  664  for  the  previous  year. 

150  evacuees  were  in  residence  in  the  ordinary  wards  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Of  these  persons  45  were  from  London,  36  from  Great  Yarmouth,  68  from 
Salford,  and  1  from  Bristol. 
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Withington  Institution. 

The  whole  of  the  accommodation  provided  (1,200  beds)  is  for  persons  requiring 
institutional  relief,  but  approximately  730  beds  are  used  for  the  treatment  of 
chronic  sick  persons  for  whom  the  adjoining  Withington  Hospital  is  unable  to 
provide. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  29  evacuees  from  London  in  the 
Institution,  but  by  December  31st  this  number  had  been  reduced  to  11.  On 
5th  and  6th  August  150  evacuees  were  received  from  Bristol  and  Exeter,  but 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  these  still  remaining  was  41. 

Swinton  Home. 

This  Home  for  mentally  defective  children  contains  130  beds.  During  the 
year  17  patients  were  admitted,  13  discharged,  and  1  died.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES  SCHEME. 

Incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  Manchester,  1939-1942. 

There  are  six  main  and  two  subsidiary  venereal  disease  clinics  in  Manchester. 
An  Early  Treatment  Centre  is  also  available,  where  males  who  have  exposed 
themselves  to  infection  and  who  present  themselves  within  six  hours  of  exposure, 
are  given  preventive  treatment  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  The  number 
of  persons  treated  at  this  Centre  in  1942  was  2,207. 

Syphilis,  Gonorrhoea,  and  Soft  Chancre. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  and  found  to  be  suffe  ring 
from  syphilis,  gonorrhoea,  or  soft  chancre  in  the  four  years  1939  to  1942  was, 
respectively,  2,027,  1,852,  2,021,  1,976.  It  is  unlikely  that  these  figures  give  a 
true  picture  of  events  and  some  explanation  must  be  sought  which  will  account 
for  the  fall. 

Firstly,  the  population  of  males  of  susceptible  ages  has  decreased  very 
considerably  during  the  war  years  owing  to  enrolment  in  H.M.  Forces  and  other 
causes.  This  explanation,  in  itself,  appears  to  be  insufficient,  but  that  it  has 
some  relevance  is  suggested  by  the  relative  incidence  of  known  cases  of  venereal 
disease  in  the  two  sexes.  Whereas,  in  1942,  as  compared  with  1939,  there  was 
a  decrease  of  new  cases  in  males  of  13  per  cent.,  there  was,  among  females,  an 
increase  of  28-7  per  cent. 

Gonorrhoea. 

Secondly,  some  further  explanation  of  the  gross  decrease  may  be  found  in  the 
figures  relating  to  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  among  males.  In  1939  the  number 
of  males  presenting  themselves  for  the  first  time  with  gonorrhoea  was  1,100. 
In  1942  the  number  was  869. 

Apart  from  the  decreased  male  population  an  additional  factor  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  is  that  since  the  introduction  of  treatment  by  the  sulphanila- 
mide  group  of  drugs  it  may  be  reasonably  assumed  that  more  persons  suffering 
from  this  disease  are  being  attended  by  their  private  doctors.  It  might  be 
thought  that  this  change  over  from  clinic  to  private  doctor  would  apply  also  in 
the  case  of  women.  This  may  be  so,  but  the  number  of  females  suffering  from 
gonorrhoea  seen  at  the  clinics  for  the  first  time  in  1942  was  288,  which  was 
an  increase  of  12-5  per  cent,  over  the  figure  for  1939. 

Syphilis. 

As  regards  syphilis,  391  males  and  256  females  attended  for  the  first  time  in 
1939  as  compared  with  442  and  371  respectively  in  1942,  the  increase  being 
13  per  cent,  among  males  and  45  per  cent,  among  females. 

It  must  then  be  considered  probable  that  the  incidence  of  venereal  diseases 
in  Manchester  has  increased  during  the  war  years,  although  the  extent  of  the 
increase  is  not  truly  reflected  in  the  clinic  records.  It  is  likely  that  the  smaller 
population  of  susceptible  males  has  influenced  the  gross  number  of  new  infections 
among  males,  but  the  most  serious  indication  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
women  presenting  themselves  at  the  clinics,  both  for  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea, 
and  the  consequential  multiplication  of  potential  sources  of  infection.

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MUNICIPAL  MIDWIVES. 

All  the  arrangements  sanctioned  by  the  City  Council  for  Midwifery  Services 
have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

4,419  applications  for  municipal  midwives  were  received.  3,692  patients 
were  delivered,  358  were  transferred  to  hospital  on  account  of  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  before  or  during  labour,  95  pregnancies  ended  before  the  28th  week, 
119  applications  were  withdrawn  (21  of  these  were  evacuated  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  scheme,  98  were  on  account  of  domestic  reasons  and  removal  from  the 
district). 

Of  the  cases  attended,  382  applied  for  assistance;  327  were  assessed  to  pay 
part  fee.  No  charge  was  made  in  55  cases.

Practical  Training  of  Midwives. 

The  City  of  Manchester  and  St.  Mary’s  District  Midwifery  Training  Associa¬ 
tion  formed  in  1940  has  functioned  during  the  year  in  conformity  with  its 
constitution.  8  municipal  midwives  are  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board  to  take  pupils  for  district  experience  for  Part  II  of  the  training. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

90  cases  were  notified  by  private  practitioners  or  by  the  Royal  Eye  HospitaV 
as  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  A  further  270  cases  were  reported  by 
midwives  who  had  advised  medical  aid  for  unsatisfactory  eye  conditions  not 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  Of  these,  57  related  to  infants 
discharged  from  hospital  (with  their  mothers)  on  or  after  the  10th  day. 

Corneal  Cases. 

During  the  year  there  occurred  one  case  with  involvement  of  the  cornea, 
as  against  2  last  year.  The  eye  cleared  under  treatment. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  Centre  at  Higher  Blackley  was  opened  on  April  22nd,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  22  municipal  infant  welfare  centres  and  one  voluntary 
centre  in  the  Holy  Name  Schoolroom  to  which  the  City  supplies  the  medical 
officer.  The  Sisters  of  Charity  of  the  Order  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  attend  this 
particular  centre. 

At  the  various  centres  there  are  108  weekly  medical  consultations  comprising 
6  sunlight,  32  ante-natal,  and  70  infant  sessions  which  include  2  special  birthday 
sessions  and  5  toddlers’  sessions  at  which  an  attempt  is  made  to  secure  the 
attendance  of  children  between  2  and  5  years  old  only. 

There  were  on  the  centre  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  : — 

5,837  children  under  1  year. 

3,362  children  between  1  and  2  years. 

3,792  children  between  2  and  5  years. 

162,126  attendances  were  made  at  these  sessions  : — 

108,829  by  children  under  1  year. 

27,277  by  children  between  1  and  2  years. 

14,309  by  children  between  2  and  3  years. 

7,990  by  children  between  3  and  4  years. 

3,721  by  children  between  4  and  5  years. 

Toddlers’  Sessions. 

A  weekly  examination  session  is  set  apart  for  children  between  2  and  5  years 
of  age  at  the  Newton  Heath  and  Openshaw  Centres.  To  the  parents  in  these 
wards,  as  their  children  reach  2  and  3  years  old,  a  card  of  invitation  is  delivered 
personally  by  the  health  visitor,  who  emphasises  the  need  for  continued  medical 
supervision,  and  urges  them — if  they  are  unable  to  obtain  it  otherwise — to  bring 
their  children  for  examination. 

1,033  invitations  were  sent  to  2  year  olds,  of  whom  60  were  brought  for 
examination  ;  and  957  were  sent  to  3-year-olds  of  whom  33  were  brought  for 
examination. 

Massage  and  Remedial  Exercises. 

This  work  is  performed  by  a  staff  of  9  full-time  masseuses,  and  part-time 
masseuses  for  3  sessions  weekly. 

Artificial  Sunlight. 

The  number  of  individuals  treated  at  the  ultra  violet  light  clinics  was  1,004. 
50  of  these  were  adults  and  975  children,  of  whom  125  were  under  1  year  old. 
19,225  treatments  were  given. 

The  diseases  for  which  the  children  were  treated  were  mainly  rickets, 
bronchitis  and  catarrhal  conditions,  adenitis,  malnutrition,  anaemia,  and  poor 
general  condition  following  infections. 


Children  with  rickets  were  given  a  minimum  course  of  three  months,  the 
period  of  treatment  of  the  other  conditions  varying  according  to  the  progress 
of  the  child.  All  children  who  completed  the  course  improved  considerably 
and  were  discharged  with  increased  appetite,  satisfactory  increase  in  height  and 
weight,  improved  muscular  tone  and  general  fitness,  and  increased  mental  alert¬ 
ness.  The  benefit  of  the  treatment  was  particularly  marked  in  cases  of  debility 
following  infections. 

393  children  ceased  to  attend  before  completing  a  full  course.  In  many  of 
these  cases,  letters  of  appreciation  were  received  from  the  mothers,  with  regret 
that  the  inconvenience  of  present  day  transport  made  it  too  difficult  to  bring  the 
children  the  long  distances  so  many  of  them  had  to  travel.  Children  under 
1  year  were  given  treatment  either  as  a  prophylactic  measure  or  for  general 
tonic  effect. 

257  children  were  re-examined  at  a  period  of  two  months  after  cessation  of 
treatment.  18  of  these  were  given  a  short  second  course  as  their  condition  had 
deteriorated  somewhat. 

33  expectant  mothers  had  treatment  for  various  disorders  of  pregnancy  for 
periods  varying  from  a  few  weeks  to  four  months. 

6  were  treated  for  post-natal  debility,  2  for  varicose  ulcers,  and  9  for  failing 
lactation.  24  adults  ceased  to  attend.  The  2  cases  of  varicose  ulcers  were 
discharged  completely  cured.  2  cases  of  post-natal  debility  asked  for  their 
discharge  as  they  felt  so  fit. 

The  expectant  mothers  who  attended  for  their  treatment  all  derived  con¬ 
siderable  benefit,  but  22  ceased  to  attend  after  a  few  irradiations. 

All  the  cases  treated  for  failing  lactation  were  unable  to  attend  for  more 
than  a  few  treatments,  owing  to  domestic  difficulties. 

National  Milk  Scheme. 

The  National  Dried  Milk  Scheme  came  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of 
August,  1940,  and  relieved  the  Corporation  of  the  responsibility  with  regard  to 
liquid  milk.  National  dried  milk  was  distributed  through  the  child  welfare 
centres  to  all  holders  of  dried  milk  permits.  A  small  quantity  of  the  named 
brands  and  National  dried  milk  was  supplied  free  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
centre  medical  officers. 

Maternity  Beds. 

In  each  of  the  two  large  general  hospitals — Crumpsall  and  Withington — the 
City  maintains  a  maternity  unit.  These  together  provide  231  beds.  In  addition 
to  these  the  Public  Health  Committee  maintains  8  maternity  beds  (2  in  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  first  and  abnormal  cases,  2  in  Denison  House,  2  in  Crossley  Hospital, 
and  2  in  Beech  Mount). 

274  applications  were  received  for  these  beds,  68  of  which  were  cancelled. 
Of  the  206  remaining,  123  applicants  were  confined  during  the  year. 

Home  Helps. 

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  home  helps  in  Manchester  are  made  by 
the  Manchester  Home  Helps’  Society.  This  society  is  subsidised  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee. 

8  home  helps  attended  159  cases  for  a  total  of  303  weeks,  this  being  an 
average  of  1*9  weeks  per  case. 

The  amount  received  in  fees  was  £'309. 
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War-time  Day  Nurseries. 

Owing  to  the  need  for  provision  being  made  for  the  children  of  war  workers, 
the  Government  recommended  the  opening  of  war-time  day  nurseries. 

At  first,  Manchester  was  not  included  in  the  scheme,  but  later  the  need 
arose  and  the  first  day  nursery  was  opened  at  St.  Aidan’s  Rectory,  Bosworth 
Street,  Openshaw,  on  September  29th,  1941.  This  nursery  has  accommodation 
for  50  children.

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WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  health  visitors  are  concerned  with  the  nutrition  and  general  development 
of  children  under  school  age,  the  health  and  welfare  of  their  mothers,  and  the 
teaching  of  mothercraft  and  home-management.  They  are  also  responsible 
for  the  investigation  and  following  up  of  certain  infectious  diseases,  notified 
cases  of  scabies,  and  verminous  conditions,  and  other  work  as  occasion  arises. 

Because  of  the  marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scabies  and  verminous 
conditions  in  the  City,  and  the  opening  of  an  additional  treatment  clinic  at 
Withington  Hospital  on  July  14th,  1942,  the  temporary  appointment  of  2  health 
visitors,  1  trained  nurse,  1  additional  male  and  1  female  orderly  was  authorised. 

As  in  previous  years,  4  student  health  visitors  were  appointed  under  a  twelve 
months’  contract  for  training  under  the  scheme  arranged  with  the  College  of 
Technology.  The  first  six  months  is  devoted  to  training  and  the  second  six 
months  to  service  in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres  and  to  home 
visiting. 

Notification  of  Births  Act. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  was  11,924.  Some  of  these  were  notified 
from  Blackpool  and  Prestbury,  the  mothers  being  Manchester  evacuees. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  course  of  notification  and  the  place  of  birth  : —

Co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Officer . 

Several  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  referred  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  for  admission  to  the  Residential  School  for  Physically  Defective  Children, 
which  is  now  evacuated  to  Mobberley  Hall.  Children  are  supervised  by  the  health 
visitors  (a)  to  ensure  that  medical  treatment  is  obtained,  and  ( b )  to  help  the 
parents  to  realise  that  such  deformities  can  be  remedied  and  the  efficiency  and 
happiness  of  the  child  increased. 

A  summary  of  the  first  five  years  of  life  is  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Officer 
for  every  child  reaching  school  age  with  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  Summaries 
relating  to  1,435  children  were  referred  during  the  year. 

Assistance  is  also  given  to  the  doctors  responsible  for  immunising  children 
attending  elementary  schools  in  the  City  against  diphtheria,  and  attendance 
was  made  for  this  purpose  at  82  sessions. 

Admissions  to  hospital  of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  as  recommended  from  the 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

30  beds  are  retained  by  the  Corporation  at  the  Duchess  of  York  Hospital 
for  Babies,  20  cots  for  children  under  one  year  and  10  beds  for  children  one  to 
three  years.  Recommendations  for  these  beds  and  for  the  admission  of  children 
to  Booth  Hall  Hospital  are  received  from  the  medical  officers  of  the  child  welfare 
centres.

Welfare  of  families  of  men  serving  with  H.M.  Forces. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war  a  number  of  requests  have  been  received  from 
Commanding  Officers,  Army  Welfare  Officers,  and  Service  Chaplains,  for 
information  concerning  the  families  and  home  circumstances  of  serving  men 
applying  for  compassionate  leave  or  transfer,  or  who  are  anxious  about  the  illness 
or  home  care  of  their  children  or  their  parents.  15  such  families  were  dealt  with 
during  the  latter  half  of  1942,  some  of  these  having  no  children  under  five.  The 
health  visitor  in  each  case  was  able  to  deal  with  the  matter  causing  anxiety, 
and  to  help  the  wife  or  parent  with  advice  and  direction. 
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Measles,  German  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Pneumonia. 

Measles. 

The  investigation  of  all  cases  is  directed  towards  securing  good  nursing  for 
and  the  isolation  of  infective  cases,  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  and,  more 
particularly,  reducing  the  risk  of  infection  amongst  young  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

When  a  doctor  is  in  attendance,  the  health  visitor  is  responsible  for  ascertaining 
the  source  of  infection,  ensuring  the  isolation  of  the  case,  arranging  school 
exemption,  and  advising  the  domiciliary  disinfection  which  ought  to  be  done. 
Frequently,  however,  mothers  appeal  to  the  health  visitor  for  assistance  in 
carrying  out  the  doctor’s  instructions  as  to  the  nursing  of  the  patient  and  the 
hygiene  of  the  sick  room.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  poorer  closely 
populated  districts  of  the  City,  where  the  disease  spreads  rapidly,  and  where 
facilities  and  materials  for  adequate  home  nursing  are  difficult  to  secure. 

In  her  supervision  of  contacts  the  health  visitor  is  often  the  means  of 
discovering  and  securing  medical  attention  for  other  children  (frequently 
younger  children)  in  the  family  who  have  developed  the  disease. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  for  parents  to  recognise  that  the  disease  is  taking 
an  abnormal  course,  and  the  health  visitors’  visits  are  valuable  in  securing  the 
recall  of  the  doctor  in  time  to  prevent  complications  becoming  serious. 

Measles  has,  ever  since  it  first  became  notifiable  in  1916,  regularly  appeared 
in  epidemic  form  every  two  years.  The  epidemic  expected  in  September,  1939, 
however,  did  not  appear,  although  there  was  the  usual  slight  rise  in  the  number 
of  notifications  in  June  and  July,  which  usually  preceded  an  epidemic. 

In  May,  1940,  there  was  again  an  increase  which  continued  until  February, 
1941,  but  no  epidemic  on  the  lines  of  those  experienced  in  previous  years 
appeared. 

The  1942  epidemic  did  not  reach  pre-war  proportions.  There  was  the  usual 
increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  in  May,  1942,  followed  by  a  decrease 
until  December,  when  notifications  increased  to  approximately  450  a  week,  and 
then  gradually  diminished. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  District  Nursing  Association  for  the  nursing  at  home,  where  necessary, 
of  children  suffering  from  measles  and  its  complications. 

MILK  CONTROL. 

City  Farms. 

There  are  45  farms  in  the  City  with  milch  herds,  including  1  producing 
Tuberculin  tested  (certified)  milk  and  11  producing  Accredited  milk.  Regular 
inspections  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Milk  Control  Inspectors  at -each  farm, 
particularly  at  milking  times,  and  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  examina¬ 
tion  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  cleanliness.  The  milk  at  12  of  the  City  farms  was 
found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli,  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken. 

Over  85  per  cent,  of  the  quarterly  samples  of  milk  from  the  12  designated 
farms,  examined  for  cleanliness,  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory.  107  visits 
have  been  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Veterinary  Inspectors,  the 
number  of  cows  examined  being  2,544, 
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City  Dairies,  Milk  Bars  and  Milk  Shops. 

The  Milk  Control  Inspectors  have  made  2,543  inspections  of  dairies,  milk 
bars  and  milk  shops,  etc.  The  inspection  and  checking  of  the  pasteurising 
plants  at  the  dairies  licensed  for  this  purpose  have  been  carried  out  at  least 
once  monthly,  in  addition  to  routine  visits.  A  considerable  number  of  complaints 
regarding  premature  souring  of  milk  was  received,  including  86  from  the  general 
public.  Investigations  were  made  and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Manchester  Corporation  Hospitals  Milk  Supply. 

Frequent  examination  of  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  supplied  to  the 
Corporation  hospitals  and  institutions  have  been  made,  and  the  results  have  been 
generally  satisfactory. 

The  raw  milk  supplied  to  Monsall  and  Booth  Hall  Hospitals  has  also  been 
sampled  frequently.  On  one  occasion  the  milk  supplied  to  Monsall  Hospital 
was  found  to  be  infected  with  bacilli  tuberculosis.  The  milk,  therefore,  was 
pasteurised  for  a  period  until  the  source  of  infection  had  been  removed.  In  all 
other  respects  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

Raw  Milk  Supply. 

The  condition  of  much  of  the  raw  milk  supply  reaching  the  City  continues 
to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  samples  of  milk  from  outside  country  farmers, 
taken  on  arrival  at  Manchester  dairies,  revealed  excessive  bacterial  counts, 
persistent  presence  of  B.  coli,  and  in  a  number  of  instances,  high  temperatures, 
indicating  unsatisfactory  methods  of  production  and  inadequate,  or  lack  of, 
cooling  at  the  farms. 

National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme. 

An  investigation  was  conducted  into  the  standards  of  the  Resazurin  Test 
(10  minutes  at  37°C.)  used  under  this  scheme.  For  this  purpose  200  milk  samples 
of  country  farmers’  milks  were  taken  at  random  on  arrival  at  City  dairies.  Of 
the  100  samples  tested  by  the  Resazurin  Test  90  per  cent,  proved  to  be  of  market 
category,  4  per  cent,  of  the  salvage  category,  and  6  per  cent,  of  rejection 
category. 

Of  the  100  samples  of  the  same  milks  examined  simultaneously  for  bacterial 
count  and  B.  coli,  28  were  satisfactory,  and  72  unsatisfactory  when  compared 
with  the  original  Grade  A  standard.  Of  the  90  per  cent,  which  satisfied  the 
Resazurin  Test,  69  per  cent,  failed  to  comply  with  the  bacteriological  standard 
applied. 

Conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  the  experiment  were  : — 

(1)  that  heavily  contaminated  milk  continued  to  be  sent  into  Manchester 
from  country  farms  ; 

(2)  that  the  Resazurin  test  may  be  of  some  use  for  detecting  milk  near 
to  souring,  but  appears  to  be  of  little  value  in  the  detection  of  raw 
milk  with  excessive  bacterial  content  and  contaminated  with  B.  coli 
in  high  dilutions. 

Ice  Cream. 

722  visits  were  made  by  the  inspectors  to  premises  registered  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  and/or  sale  of  ice  cream.  An  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  prohibiting  the 
manufacture  came  into  force  on  1st  October,  1942,

Swimming  Baths. 

The  routine  sampling  of  water  from  Corporation  and  privately  owned 
swimming  baths  was  resumed  and  28  visits  were  made.  16  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
34  tests  for  the  alkalinity  and  amount  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  water  were 
carried  out  by  the  Special  Inspectors. 

The  results  obtained  indicated  the  necessity  for  the  resumption  of  routine 
sampling  and  testing  in  so  far  as  the  standards  existing  at  several  of  the  baths, 
both  Corporation  and  privately  owned,  were  below  those  previously  attained. 
The  exceptional  circumstances  of  war-time  difficulties  in  the  supply  of  labour 
and  materials,  common  to  all  baths  but  surmounted  by  most,  may  be  pleaded 
as  extenuating,  but  cannot  be  held  to  be  entirely  responsible  for  the  lower 
standards.  More  effective  supervision  was  promised  by  the  managements 
concerned. 

Vermin. 

The  Special  Inspectors  continued  to  be  called  upon  to  advise  with  regard 
to  the  eradication  of  insect  pests,  both  in  domestic  and  business  premises. 

The  direction  of  attention  to  the  possibility  of  mosquito  nuisance  arising 
from  static  water  supplies  for  fire  fighting  purposes,  resulted  in  considerable 
increase  in  the  variety  of  midges,  gnats,  and  mosquitoes  upon  which  advice  as 
to  precautionary  and  remedial  measures  was  sought  of  the  Special  Inspectors. 
So  far  as  the  mosquitoes  were  concerned,  specimens  of  three  species,  Culex 
pipiens,  Theobaldia  annulata,  and  Aedes  annulipes  were  identified.  The  specimens 
of  the  latter  species  came  from  a  rural  part  of  Manchester  and  were  not  associated 
with  emergency  water  supplies. 

Two  lectures  on  the  importance  and  control  of  the  louse  were  given  to  the 
personnel  at  a  depot  of  the  Royal  Engineers  following  a  request  from  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Sanitation  at  Civil  Defence  Depots. 

The  Ministry  of  Home  Security  Circular  122/1942,  suggests  certain  minimum 
standards  of  comfort,  sleeping  and  sanitary  accommodation  at  Civil  Defence 
Depots.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  formulated  standards  and  a  procedure 
which,  when  in  full  operation  at  the  depots  in  Manchester,  will  secure  reasonable 
sanitary  discipline  and  the  observance  of  the  minimum  standards  prescribed  in 
the  Ministry’s  Circular. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  City  Engineer  (the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
depots)  visits  to  the  depots  have  been  and  continue  to  be  made  by  the  Special 
Inspectors,  and  all  advice  that  is  desired  to  maintain  reasonable  standards  of 
hygiene  is  given. 

Storage  of  Emergency  Supplies  of  Drinking  Water  in  Air  Raid  Shelters. 

The  Civil  Defence  Services  concerned,  being  desirous  of  minimising  the  risk 
of  contamination  of  these  drinking  water  supplies  contained  in  earthenware 
vessels,  and  wishing  to  avoid  frequent  changes  of  the  water,  sought  the  advice 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  a  method  of  chlorination  and  on  the  length 
of  time  the  water  could  safely  be  left  unchanged. 

The  use  of  a  proprietary  hypochlorite  solution  as  a  sterilising  agent  was 
considered,  and  a  stock  dilution  with  a  content  of  available  chlorine  sufficient 
to  enable  convenient  and  accurate  dosage  was  issued  to  the  Wardens’  Service 
with  the  necessary  instructions. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  stored  water, 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  indicated  that  the  prescribed  initial  dosage 
of  hypochlorite  solution  was  adequate  to  maintain  the  water  safe,  and  it  was 
recommended  that  in  the  prevailing  circumstances  of  storage,  two  months  was 
a  reasonable  length  of  time  to  leave  the  water  before  changing  for  a  fresh 
chlorinated  supply. 

Export  of  Washed  Rags ,  etc. 

Inspection  of  these  materials  is  carried  out  as  a  hygienic  measure  properly 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  department,  and  to  assist  business  firms  in 
attaining  the  standard  of  cleanliness  required  by  the  regulations  made  by  the 
various  Government  Departments  which  use  such  materials,  and  by  importing 
authorities  in  instances  of  export. 

Inspections  are  made  periodically  to  supervise  the  type  of  plant  and  its  use 
and,  on  request,  to  see  and  pass  consignments  before  dispatch.  Each  bale  is 
certified  by  being  stencilled  with  the  following  mark  : —

Routine  sampling  of  water,  in  various  stages  of  supply,  is  undertaken  also  by 
the  Waterworks  Department.  That  department  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  communicate  results  of  analyses  of  water  samples  reciprocally.  The 
analyses  indicate  that  the  water  supply  generally  is  satisfactory. 

Reports  were  referred  to  the  Waterworks  Department  with  regard  to  41 
houses  where  the  water  pressure  was  inadequate.

There  are  18  wells  in  Wythenshawe  furnishing  water  to  25  houses.  Of  these, 
2  wells  only  supplying  2  houses  are  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  The  remaining

service  mains  that  provision  of  town’s  water  is  impracticable.  The  tenants  in 
the  houses  concerned  have  been  advised  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  drinking 
purposes.

During  the  year  25  houses  were  represented  to  the  City  Council  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation  under  Section  11,  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  These 
were  houses  which  had  become  dangerous,  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  and  the  disinfestation  of  the  furniture.'  Under¬ 
takings  have  been  given  by  the  owners  to  demolish. 


Clearance  Area  work  generally  has  been  limited  by  the  Ministry's  Order 
1866,  but  has  been  continued  to  the  extent  of  the  demolition  of  property  which 
has  become  dangerous  and  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants.  The  areas  are  kept 
under  observation  to  deal  with  cases  of  this  kind,  and  to  record  the  movement 
of  tenants,  many  of  whom  find  accommodation  elsewhere  than  in  Corporation 
houses.

Billeting  Surveys. j  ■  v  •  ,t  •  >: : 

The  second  survey  carried  out  by  a  temporary  staff  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  accommodation  within  the  City 
for  billeting  purposes,  was  completed  on  30th  May,  1942.  It  revealed  that  out  of 
a  total  of  203,548  houses,  accommodation  for  151,932  homeless  persons  was 
available  in  75,872  occupied  houses.  The  survey  also  revealed  that  of  this 
accommodation  16,487  persons  could  be  accommodated  voluntarily  in  houses 
where  the  tenant  could  provide  bed  and  bedding.  Some  of  this  accommodation 
was  utilised  for  war  workers  transferred  to  the  City. 

In  addition,  11,317  vacant  houses  were  scheduled  as  7,004  habitable  and 
4,313  not  habitable. 

Because  of  the  slight  variation  between  the  returns  for  the  accommodation 
available  in  the  first  and  second  surveys,  it  was  thought  that  a  revision  of  the 
list  of  houses  with  accommodation  would  be  a  sufficient  indication  of  the  billeting 
capacity  for  homeless.  The  survey  on  these  lines  was  undertaken  and  com¬ 
pleted  by  October,  1942,  and  detailed  comparisons  of  the  three  surveys  were 
supplied  to  the  Emergency  Committee. 

The  survey  revealed  a  movement  of  population  to  such  an  extent  that  com¬ 
plete  and  regular  revision  was  considered  necessary  in  future  surveys.

Complaints. 

681  complaints  of  the  presence  of  rats  or  mice,  affecting  2,003  premises 
were  dealt  with  in  1942.  These  may  be  divided  as  follows  : — 

639  were  primary  complaints  involving  1,903  premises. 

26  concerned  100  premises  where  re-infestation  had  occurred, 

16  were  in  connection  with  premises  under  observation. 

Conditions  Found. 

Of  the  2,003  premises  included  in  the  above  categories,  1,270  were  infested 
with  rats  ;  702  were  infested  with  mice  ;  and  at  31  premises  no  visible  evidence 
of  rats  or  mice  could  be  found. 

At  415  (32-67  per  cent.)  of  the  1,270  rat  infested  premises,  rats  had  obtained 
ingress  to  the  interior  of  the  building;  and  at  855  premises  (67-32  per  cent.) 
infestation  was  confined  to  yards,  passages,  land,  and  gardens. 

Causes  of  Infestation. 

Defective  and  disused  drains  and  sewers  were  responsible  for  the  infestation 
at  50-63  per  cent,  of  the  premises  infested  with  rats. 

Destruction. 

Rodents  destroyed  by  the  public  :  250  rats,  180  mice. 

Rodents  destroyed  by  three  professional  rat-catchers  :  3,252  rats,  685  mice. 
Poison  baits  laid  by  the  public  and  rat-catchers  :  41,946. 

Poison  baits  taken  by  rodents  :  12,622. 
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Corporation  Departments  have  carried  out  destruction  measures  in  land, 
buildings,  and  sewers  under  their  control  : — - 

Poison  baits  laid  :  26,754. 

Poison  baits  taken  by  rodents  :  19,978. 

(74-67  per  cent.)  or  baits  laid  were  taken. 

Rodents  destroyed  by  means  other  than  poison  :  2,650  rats,  107  mice. 

Note. — 23,786  of  the  poison  baits  were  laid  in  the  City  sewers  by  the  Highways 
Department  ;  18,332  (77-07  per  cent.)  of  such  baits  being  taken. 

Repressive  Measures. 

Repeated  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  proper  measures  are  being  carried 
out  by  the  occupier.  The  Rat  Executive  Officers  made  2,444  such  revisits 
during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Re-Infestation. 

Rat-proofing  was  carried  out  at  605  premises  at  560  by  the  occupiers,  and 
at  45  by  the  owners. 

Measures  Carried  Out. 

1,027  premises  were  cleared  of  rats  and  mice. 

Tracing  of  Rat  Burrows  in  Relation  to  Drainage  Infestation. 

141  examinations  of  undermined  surfaces  were  carried  out  by  owners  and 
occupiers  of  premises  by  the  Highways  Department  and  by  the  Sanitary  Section 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

LOCAL  EMERGENCY  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  NURSING  PROFESSION. 

Report  on  Progress  for  1942. 

Administration  and  Organisation. 

The  Local  Emergency  Committee  for  the  Nursing  Profession  was  established 
in  Manchester  following  the  issue  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  Circular  1775 
in  February,  1939. 

The  Committee  is  advisory  and  consultative  and  continues  to  do  valuable 
work  in  the  recruitment  of  nurses  and  in  the  training  of  nursing  auxiliaries  for 
the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve.

Training  of  Nursing  Auxiliaries. 

The  number  of  nursing  auxiliaries  who  have  completed  the  required  course 
of  instruction  in  First  Aid,  Home  Nursing  and  practical  nursing  experience  in 
the  wards  of  a  hospital  since  the  Local  Emergency  Committee  was  set  up  in 
1939,  is  2,033.  The  number  of  courses  completed  to  date  is  106  of  twelve 
weeks’  duration,  and  14  intensive  courses  lasting  two  weeks. 
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Allocation  of  Members  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  for  Service. 

599  mobile  members  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  were  referred  to  the 
Regional  Pool  maintained  by  the  Regional  Nursing  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  from  the  Manchester  register.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  370  members 
of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  were  giving  whole-time  service  and  569  part-time. 

Liaison  with  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

Since  the  registration  of  women  began  in  May,  1941,  214  girls  and  young 
women  have  been  referred  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  to  the 
Local  Emergency  Organisation  for  nursing  work. 

Another  133  girls  and  young  women  made  direct  application  to  the  Nursing 
Office  for  training  as  student  nurses. 

Matrons’  Selection  Board. 

This  is  a  panel  composed  of  the  Matrons  of  the  9  Casualty  Receiving  Hospitals 
in  the  City.  Since  the  formation  of  the  Local  Emergency  Committee  for  the 
Nursing  Profession  in  1939,  there  have  been  95  meetings  of  the  Matrons’ 
Selection  Board. 

Recruitment  of  Nurses. 

In  January,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  appointed  a  special  Nursing  Recruitment  Campaign  Committee  to  con¬ 
sider  the  best  means  of  attracting  a  sufficient  number  of  girls  to  train  as  nurses. 
The  following  activities  were  organised 

(a)  An  Exhibition  Illustrating  the  Training  and  Work  of  the  Nurse. 

The  ceremony  of  opening  the  Nursing  Exhibition  was  performed  by  the  Right 
Honourable  Ernest  Brown,  M.C.,  M.P.,  Minister  of  Health,  on  May  4th.  The 
Lord  Mayor  of  Manchester,  Alderman  Wright  Robinson,  J.P.,  presided. 

The  exhibition  attracted  considerable  public  notice,  and  the  visitors  averaged 
1,271  daily.  Many  of  these  were  senior  schoolgirls  who  came  alone,  or  with  parents, 
or  in  parties  accompanied  by  their  school  mistresses. 

The  total  attendance  throughout  the  twelve  days  of  the  exhibition  was  15,247. 

(b)  Publications. 

Printed  publicity  material  was  distributed  to  Government  and  Corporation 
Departments,  other  public  institutions  and  bodies,  hospitals,  schools  in  Manchester, 
and  to  the  Public  Health  and  Education  authorities  of  adjacent  areas. 

(c)  Addresses  in  Schools. 

(a)  a  rota  of  speakers  was  appointed  to  address  senior  girls  in  the  14  secondary 
schools  represented  in  the  Secondary  Schools  Employment  Committee  on  “  Nursing 
as  a  Career.” 

(b)  The  Ministry  of  Information  film  “  Nurse  ”  was  shown  at  the  same  time  in 
these  secondary  schools  and  publicity  material  was  distributed. 

(d)  Lantern  Slides. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Relations  Officer,  Ministry  of  Health,  a 
special  lantern  slide  was  prepared  and  displayed  in  cinemas  throughout  the  City. 

(/)  Essay  Competition. 

An  essay  competition  for  girls  still  attending  school  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
18  years  was  organised  and  prizes  awarded. 

(g)  Visits  of  Schoolgirls  to  Hospitals  and  First  Aid  Posts. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  parties  of  interested  schoolgirls  to  visit  hospitals 
and  first  aid  posts  in  the  City.
